THE  BYRD  HINE  OF  HARRIMAN,  TENNESSEE

The  East  Tennessee  Land  Company  was  capitalized  at  $3,000,000. 
In  1889  -  1890  for  approximately  300,000  acres.  The  properties  estimated 
cost  at  $2,000,000.  leaving  $1,000,000.  for  development  In  subsidiary 
companies. 


This  land  was  estimated  to  have  250,000  acres  rich  In  coal, 
75,000,000  tons  of  Iron  ore,  600,000,000  board  feet  of  timber,  and 
high  grade  llmstone  rock.  These  properties  were  located  mostly  in  Roane, 
Morgan,  Cumberland,  Fentress,  White  and  Putman  counties.  Also,  about  13,000 
acres  near  North  Carolina  border  In  Carter  County. 

The  East  Tennessee  Land  Company  established  Harrlman,  Tennessee 
on  February  26,  1890  on  the  Temperance  Principle  of  no  Demon  Rum.  Few 
business  enterprises  of  the  time  in  the  entire  nation  were  so  extensive  in 
scope  of  operations  as  the  East  Tennessee  Land  Company. 

East  Tennessee  Mining  Company  was  one  of  the  companies  formed. 
It  was  to  operate  both  coal  and  Iron  mines,  some  strip  and  some  underground 
mines.  The  Harriman  Coal  and  Iron  Railroad  Company  was  formed  to  move 
their  products.  Many  manufacturing  companies  were  formed  and  the  Tennessee 
Land  Company  had  stock  in  each  of  them. 

In  forming  the  Town  of  Harriman  and  all  of  the  roles  of 

operating  a  town  apparently  in  a  very  rich  fashion,  the  Tennessee  Land 

Company  became  bankrupt Jn  the  panic  of  1893  and  by  1895  most  subsidiary 
companies  were  sold  or  out  of  business.  As  the  Tennessee  Land  Company 
has  a  large  part  in  making  the  Byrd  Coal  Mine  a  commercial  success,  it 
had  to  be  Included. 

Robert  King  Byrd  was  born  November  4,  1823  and  died  May  2, 

1885.  He  was  a  Colonel  in  the  Union  Army.  He  and  his  wife  owned  10,000 
acres  on  both  sides  of  the  Emory  R18ver.  On  the  south  side  of  the 

,  Emory  River  across  from  the  Byrd  Mansion  was  the  coal  mine,  a  four  foot 

vein  of  coal  laying  vertically  at  the  side  of  the  Emory  River  Gap. 

The  coal  mine  was  mainly  for  plantation  use  until  the  East 
Tennessee  Land  Company  bought  the  Byrd  properties  for  $36,000.  in  1889. 
Capacity  of  the  mine  was  increased  after  the  properties  transfer.  A 
trolley  system  was  set  up  so  that  mine  cars  could  be  run  out  of  the 
mine  across  the  Emory  River  to  a  tip  hous  where  the  coal  was  dumped  directly 
into  railroad  cars  of  the  Belt  Line  Railroad  .of  the  new  Harriman 
Coal  and  Iron  Railroad. 

A  good  grade  of  coke  was  also  a  by  product  of  the  Byrd  mine. 

I  can  find  no  mention  of  tokens  or  of  a  company  store.
